It is back to court again for ongoing 
combatants Environmental Disposal 
Services (EDS) and the cities of Romu¬ 
lus and Thylar 

A three-judge Michigan Court of 
Appeals panel agreed January 3 to hear 
the appeal of a decision made byWfcyne 
County Circuit Court Judge Amy 
Hathaway. 

On August 24, 2001, Hathaway 
sided with the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ), 
which issued a permit to EDS to con¬ 
struct a facility that would accept trans- 
ported hazardous waste, store and 
treat the waste, and iryect the waste in¬ 
to a well to be located in Romulus. 

The MDEQ decision was contrary 
to a recommendation made by a Site 
Review Board, which cited nine rea¬ 
sons why the facility should not be built 
or operate in Romulus. 

The Court of Appeals ruling puts 
the permit issued by the MDEQ in 
jeopardy. Neil Silver; an attorney with 
the firm Strobl, Cunningham, Caretti 
and Sharp, said the legal team repre¬ 
senting the cities of Romulus and Thy- 
lor have 56 days to file briefs with the 
appeals court. 

EDS will then be given 35 days to file 
its response briefs. Then, the attorneys 
for Romulus and Thylor would receive 
another three weeks to file a reply brief 

The judges could make their deci¬ 
sion solely upon legal briefs or allow 
both sides to make oral arguments, Sil¬ 
ver said. 

“We made extremely strong and 
well-grounded legal arguments as to 
why this facility should not be sited in 
Romulus,” Thylor Mayor Gregory Pito 
niak, said. ‘The decision by the Court 
of Appeals to hear arguments in the 
case is a significant step in our battle 
against this needless hazardous-waste 
welL” 

The communities filed the appeal 
based on: 

♦The clear prohibition within the 
statute and rules against the siting of 
hazardous waste facilities in wetlands. 

♦The failure of the the state to pro¬ 
mulgate any rules for implementing the 
State Hazardous W&ste Plan as specifi¬ 
cally required ty statute. 

♦The failure to consider need for this 
type of facility despite overwhelming ev¬ 
idence of over-capacity 

♦The fact that the state showed un¬ 
due bias toward the applicant. 

Circuit Court Judge Hathaway 
summarily dismissed each of the the ar¬ 
guments. She ruled that the permit 
was lawful, supported by competent, 
material and substantial evidence, and 
was not arbitrary or capricious, there¬ 
fore affirming the state’s issuance of the 
permit. 

“The MDEQ decision to issue the 
permit disappointed thousands of area 
residents who have been opposed to 
the project,” said Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert. “Our community stands 
firmly opposed to this welL” 

Silver said the appeals court did 
not have to hear the appeal and could 
have let the circuit court ruling stand. 

‘It appears there must be some is¬ 
sues worth looking at after all,” said 
Silver

Council Elinors life, work if Dr. Martin L King 

Civil Rights leader’s dream remains a dream 


Mayor A1 Haidous and the Wayne 
City Council, meeting in a special ses¬ 
sion Wednesday night, honored Civil 
Rights leader and Nobel Peace Prize 
recipient Dr Martin Luther King Jr 
and called upon citizens to continue to 
work for the elimination of racial dis¬ 
crimination. 

The council unanimously approved 
a resolution in honor of the slain civil 


lights leader whose 'life and teachings 
exemplify commitment to civil rights 
and human rights for people every¬ 
where," the council resolution reads. 

Bom on Jan. 15, 1929, in Atlanta, 
Georgia, Dr. King rose from an ob¬ 
scure clergyman to lead a nation in 
its struggle for human dignity and 
civil rights. He organized the boycott 
of the Montgomery transit company 


in 1955, forcing the company to de¬ 
segregate its buses. Until the boy¬ 
cott, blacks were forced by law to sit 
in the back of a bus and were re¬ 
quired, by law, to vacate a seat if a 
white entered the bus and a seat was 
not available. 

In 1964, Dr King was awarded the 
Noble Peace Prize, and his dream, re¬ 
vealed before thousands during a 


speech in Washington D. C., ofa nation 
where all men are truly created equal 
and that each and every man, woman 
and child is judged by his ability and 
not the color of his skin, remains a 
landmark in the nation's history. 

King's work eventually led to Presi¬ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson's support in 
Congress passing the Civil Rights Act 
and Voting Act of 1965. 


Dr. King was assassinated in 1983 
in Memphis, Tennessee, while attend¬ 
ing a national convention on civil 
rights. 

The Wayne City Council, in remem¬ 
bering Dr King's life and his dream, re¬ 
minded citizens "much of the program 
toward realizing the dream of Ameri¬ 
ca’s founders - Liberty and Justice for 
All — is directly attributable to Dr. 


King" 

’Therefore," the council resolution 
concludes, ’that the City Council, on 
behalf of the City of Wayne, Michigan, 
hereby honors the memory of Dr Mar¬ 
tin Luther King Jr, and the principles 
he so eloquently shared with a grateful 
nation." 

The resolution was signed by May¬ 
or Abdul "AT Haidous.

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Voters’ restlessness over trash 
disposal prices appropriate 


An interesting story in the Detroit 
News talked about one of my favorite 
subjects- the Central Wayne Sanitation 
Authority incinerator that serves West- 
land, Wayne, Inkster, Garden City and 
Dearborn Heights. 

If you’re a regular reader you already 
know that Ivan Helfman and I are ab¬ 
solutely opposed to the 40-year contract 
these communities signed back in 1996 
with the incinerator. That contract forces 
member communities to pay three times 
the going rate for trash disposal. 

Apparently many voters feel the same 
as we do. In the November elections, 
Westland voters soundly defeated a mill- 
age renewal that would pay off the $8 mil¬ 
lion Westland owes for making federally- 
mandated improvements to the incinera¬ 
tor back in 1996. Dearborn Heights vot¬ 
ers rejected a similar millage a year earli¬ 
er. 

New Westland mayor, Sandy Cicirelli 
expects to bring a proposal to City Coun¬ 
cil soon, that would ask the City to hold a 
special election to get the necessary mill- 
age. One wonders if voters will be in¬ 
clined to do an about-face and approve a 
slightly different version of the proposal 
they just defeated. 

My guess is no. I’m sure we all appreci¬ 
ate the fact that the member communi¬ 
ties are operating under a contract and 
are responsible for their fair share of the 
construction money. 

But voters are getting raped for their 
trash pick-up and until there is talk 
about reducing that price, I would urge 
them to continue to vote “no.” 

Currently each member community 
pays $42.54 per ton to the private compa¬ 
ny, Central Wayne County Energy Recov¬ 
ery Ltd. (CWCER) to run the day-to-day 
operations of the incinerator. In addition, 
the cities are required to pay an addition¬ 



al $18.41 per 
ton for the 
improve¬ 
ments done 
to the incin¬ 
erator. 

That’s 
nearly $61. 

Landfill prices are a little less than $20 a 
ton. But what has got to really upset resi¬ 
dents is that the Baltimore-based Con¬ 
stellation Power, the parent company of 
CWCER, is recruiting private companies 
to use the incinerator for $11 a ton. 

That’s right. You pay $61 because your 
elected officials thought it necessary to 
bind you and your neighbors to a 40-year 
contract. Yet, others are getting the same 
service for 5 times less. 

To be fair those officials were led to be¬ 
lieve, by so-called experts, that the price 
of sending trash to landfills would sky¬ 
rocket and that the incinerator would be 
a more inexpensive way to dispose of 
trash. However, a law was passed lifting 
many of the restrictions placed on land¬ 
fills, and lo and behold, we had a building 
boom on landfills. 

That said, it would appear to me that 
the solution might be for Constellation 
Power to give the five member communi¬ 
ties a break on the $61 price. No one ex¬ 
pects to pay $11, but residents a $10 or 
$20 break might be nice. 

However, if what I read in the Detroit 
News is correct, that isn’t likely to hap¬ 
pen. Executive Director for the Central 
Wayne County Sanitation Authority, the 
business agent for the five communities, 
Steve Aynes, put it succinctly, “the con¬ 
tract is binding.” 

Binding or not, the voters are restless, 
and I predict the contract will be renego.- 
tiated or several elected officials will find 
themselves out of office.

City fiddles as property taken 


As history or mythology records 
(sometimes there is no difference) the 
Roman emperor Nero played his fiddle 
as Rome burned A modem day analo¬ 
gy of that may be the inaction of the 
Romulus City Government as Wayne 
County figuratively steals property 
from Romulus residents. 

In December of2000 Wfcyne County 
officials appeared before the Romulus 
council requesting a resolution of in¬ 
tent to join the county and Huron 
Township in creating an "authority'' to 
manage the county’s Pinnacle project. 

Under pressure from the county, 
the council approved a resolution en¬ 
dorsing the concept (but no particular 
entity). A recent state law allows two 
or more local governmental agencies 
(counties and cities) to create a "smart 
zone" when approved by the state. The 
law also requires that a date be set for 
a public hearing to establish the 
boundaries of that zone. No hearing 
has been scheduled to date. 

The county had falsely represented 
to the state that it had the approval of 
Romulus and Huron Township and re¬ 
ceived a smart zone designation for its 
Pinnacle Project as a result. Neither 
Romulus nor Huron Township was 



aware of the county’s application. 

Since then, the county has been 
condemning properties in both Romu¬ 
lus and Huron Township to be used in 
the (as yet non-existent) smart zone. 

Several local residents combined to 
fight the condemnations in court. 
Hearings were held at which the coun¬ 
ty is said to have made representations 
to the court that the smart zone has 
been approved by both municipalities. 
Although the Romulus council was 
aware of the county’s false representa¬ 
tions, it did nothing to correct the 
record The judge has handed down a 
decision upholding the county’s con¬ 
demnations. 

Most of the properties seized by the 
county will be sold off to private par¬ 
ties. Michigan courts have routinely 
approved such condemnations where 
the state legislature has declared it to 


be for a "public benefit." As this writer 
has stated many times, that is a viola¬ 
tion of the US. Constitution, which al¬ 
lows use of the power of eminent do¬ 
main (condemnation) only for specific 
governmental use or use by the public. 

If the Pinnacle Project were ulti¬ 
mately approved by the city, all fiiture 
increased tax revenue from those 
properties would go to the "authority" 
created which would undoubtedly be 
dominated by the county. In this 
writer’s opinion, that would not be in 
the best interests of either the city gov¬ 
ernment or its residents. 

The Romulus council may still be 
able to rectify its inaction. It should im¬ 
mediately pass a resolution to the ef¬ 
fect the city will not join the Pinnacle 
Project. Then it should have its attor¬ 
neys prepare an amicus curae (friend 
of the court) brief to present to the 
court in another similar case pending 
and in any appeal of the current ruling 

The city has filed numerous law¬ 
suits intended to protect the health 
and welfare of residents. Can it do any 
less to protect the property of its resi¬ 
dents in some cases owned for genera¬ 
tions?

Olympic Torch, spinning car mark New Year

I saw the Olympic Torch relay in 
Chicago (a week before it arrived in 
Garden City). It was very exciting. 
Little parades popped up all around 
the city as the torchbearers, torch 
alight, ran in the middle of the streets 
preceded by police cars with lights 
flashing and “hoopla” cars carrying of¬ 
ficial Torch Relay people with public 
address systems announcing the im¬ 
minent arrival of the torchbearer 
while handing out goodies (soda and 
flags) for the gathering impromptu 
crowds on the sidewalks.

That was my children’s Daddy run¬ 
ning by us, that was Marlaine’s broth¬ 
er; Riley’s brother-in-law, Jason and 
Jon’s uncle, James, Erin H., and Erin 
F.’s friend. 

Ron’s run happened to be through 
a neighborhood where all the signs 
were in Spanish and the shopkeepers 


and neighbors spoke Spanish. Even 
so, the enthusiasm, the cheering, had 
only one language. We couldn’t help 
but be united by the flame - we all 
cheered it. A memorable, never to be 
forgotten moment. A through-and- 
through good story for the new year. 

And now a bad story with a good 
ending. 

While traveling home with five of 
my six children after a Jan. 2 day with 
my parents, my big van did a terrify¬ 
ing spinning completely around thing 
in the middle of the bitter cold, late 
night, empty Michigan highway. The 
vehicle came to rest in the median, 
the ditch of the median to be more 
precise, in 2 V* feet of snow, facing the 
opposite way I’d originally been head¬ 
ed in.

Sacking of Lori Brist 
was straightforward 


Compare the reaction to Westland 
Mayor Sandra Cidrelli’s dumping of 
Lori Brist, the city’s popular senior re¬ 
sources director, with the 2000 city 
council majority’s dumping of Pat 
Gibbons, the city’s equally popular 
clerk. 

Though both officials got the 
heave-ho for political reasons, Cidrelli 
got off unscathed while an 800-pound 
gorilla appeared to chase the council 
members who let go Gibbons out of 
office. 

The difference? 

Cicirelli’s dismissal of Brist was 
straightforward while the 2002 coun¬ 
cil majority tried to double talk the 
citizens. 

In putting Brist out to pasture; Ci- 
drelli said: ‘ "Every mayor is able to ap- 
point directors that he or she feels 
will be a good part of the team, will 
work well with that person, and do a 
good job.” 

Because Cicirelli put her cards on 
the table, critics could only criticize 
her decision, not her character 

So she took a few brickbats from 
former recall workers and a wallop 
from Doris Silcox, a longtime Friend¬ 
ship Center worker. Rather than at¬ 
tack Cicirelli, Silcox politely made a 
logical case for keeping Brist as senior 
director 

“Our plans for the next year in¬ 
cluded Lori’s proven administrative 
skills and well-established profession¬ 
al contacts in the city,” Silcox said. 

In contrast, when the 2000 council 
majority removed former Westland 
Clerk Pat Gibbons from her job, they 
said that she wasn’t good enough for 
the job. 

Mostly because many Westland 
residents were wowed by Gibbons’s 
job performance and partly because 
some residents don’t realize that 
Westland’s strong mayor form of gov¬ 
ernment is another name for the 
spoils system. Gibbon’s dismissal led 
to a recall drive. 

Not only would the recall never 
happened had the 2000 council ma¬ 
jority leveled with the public and ad¬ 
mitted that they fired Gibbons for 
political reasons. 

It was widely known that during 



the 1999 city council primary cam¬ 
paign Gibbons wrote a letter to coun¬ 
cil criticizing former councilmen 
David Cox and Trav Griffins for circu¬ 
lating a political letter on official city 
clerk stationary without Gibbons’s 
permission or knowledge. Because 
the letter included a political cam¬ 
paign flier diselaimei; it was obviously 
campaign literature. So how could 
;bhe* 2000 council 'm^ority have 
thought that they could fool the pub¬ 
lic about the reasons for Gibbons’ 
dismissal? 

Of course, Cicirelli would have 
been wiser to have given Peggy Ellen- 
wood a different political plum. Per¬ 
haps appointing her personnel direc¬ 
tor instead of rehiring Keith Madden, 
whom the Attorney Grievance Com¬ 
mission reprimanded for misconduct. 
(Cicirelli previously said that she 
plans to have the personnel director 
train city workers in the new ethics 
ordinance.) 

Based on her previous council 
performance, Eflenwood is a capable 
person who might do an excellent job 
of running the Friendship Center. But 
she might also do an excellent job of 
running the personnel or another de¬ 
partment without forcing the seniors 
to lose a good thing. Brist had been 
doing an excellent job. Why fix some¬ 
thing that’s not broke? According to 
the Attorney Grievance Commission, 
Madden broke, so why not fix the 
personnel department? 

But Sandy says that she wants 
her own team and she is entitled to it 
That’s the way the strong mayor sys¬ 
tem works. Like in a dysfunctional 
marriage, a city takes a strong mayor 
for worse or worse.

Holmes’ last-second jump shot bums South Lyon

Belleville and Coach Mike Krogel

The 6-6 White, who led the 
Inkster Vikings to conference 
championships and made the 
Vikings a respected power in the 
early 1990’s, is considered one of 
the premier ball players in Eng¬ 
land and on the European Con¬ 
tinent.

Athletic directors 
playing a wait and 
see on fair play 


Athletic directors at the local 
high schools are reserving their 
comments on a court ruling that, if 
not overturned by the higher 
courts, could change the way they 
schedule girls sporting events in 
the future. 

A federal court judge in Kala¬ 
mazoo recently decided that the 
Michigan High School Athletic As¬ 
sociation has discriminated 
against female high school ath¬ 
letes in its longtime practice of the 
scheduling of sports events and 
tournaments. 

Last month, in a 99-page deci¬ 
sion, U. S. District Judge Richard 
Ensile ruled that the MHSAA had 
violated Title LX of the federal law 
and also discriminated against fe¬ 
male athletes when deciding when 
and what sports would be staged 
during the year. 

The court has asked the MH¬ 
SAA to eliminate the practice in 
the future. MHSAA officials say 
that they will appeal the court's 
decision. 

The lawsuit alleged, and the 
lower court agreed, that the MH¬ 
SAA violated the state’s civil 
rights law and the federal law 
known as Title IX approved by 
Congress in 1972 that stipulated 


no discrimination shall be allowed 
in the fielding of sports teams, 
scheduling or providing facilities 
for female athletes by any institu¬ 
tion or organization that receives 
federal funds. 

MHSAA, a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion, denied discrilnination exists 
in its scheduling of sports events 
and that it has done everything it 
can to accommodate girls' sports 
and girls' sports programs. 

MHSAA will challenge Judge 
Enslen's decision in the higher 
courts and, officials say, will take 
the issue to the Michigan 
Supreme Court if needed. 

In the meantime, they have 
agreed to expand the girls' golf 
schedule as well as conduct more 
girls' tournaments. 

MHSAA also will seek a stay of 
Enslen's ruling until the Court of 
Appeals gets to review the Kala¬ 
mazoo judge's arguments. 

MHSAA has staged state tour¬ 
naments in most of the major 
sports that female athletes partici¬ 
pate in, but girls’ basketball is 
scheduled in the fall and volleyball 
in the winter and colleges, any 
many other states, conduct those 
sports at different times.

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Auto Show Historical Overview 


Now in its 14th year as an in¬ 
ternational event, the North 
American International Auto 
Show (NAIAS) is a showcase for 
some of the world's most fasci¬ 
nating vehicle introductions. 
Owned and operated by an asso¬ 
ciation of Detroit area auto deal¬ 
ers, the NAIAS has ushered in 
the debut of almost 700 new con¬ 
cept and production vehicles 
since the show became interna¬ 
tional in 1989. 

Over the years, the NAIAS 
has become a must-attend event 
for automotive executives and 
media from around the world. 
The NAIAS 2001 alone attracted 
over 6,800 media from 59 coun¬ 
tries and six continents. By com¬ 
parison, the first international 
auto show in Detroit over a 
decade ago brought together 
just 850 journalists, about 60 of 
those were international. 

While the spotlight at the NA¬ 
IAS is on the vehicles on display, 
another major component of the 
show for more than 20 years has 
been Charity Preview. Held each 
year on the evening before the 
show officially opens to the pub¬ 
lic, Charity Preview has become 
one of the largest single-night

fundraising events in the world. 
The event has raised more than 
$32 million for children's charities 
since its inception. 

Industry Preview Days, previ¬ 
ously called Supplier Preview 
Days, began in 1991 and contin¬ 
ues to be an integral part of the 
show's preview week. The event 
offers automotive suppliers and 
others who support the industry 
with the exclusive opportunity to 
preview the show before it opens 
to the public, More than 1,100 in¬ 
ternational and domestic compa¬ 
nies attended Supplier Preview 
Days at the NAIAS 2001. 

Certainly, the NAIAS contin¬ 
ues to capture the public's fasci¬ 
nation as well. With the largest 
number of production and con¬ 
cept vehicles that have never 
been seen before in North Ameri¬ 
ca or the world, the show has 
consistently drawn rave reviews 
during public show days. 

Although the NAIAS has 
grown in size and scope over the 
years, the show's humble begin¬ 
nings date back to 1907. 

It was during that year that 
the first DAD A-sponsored show, 
called the Detroit Auto Show, 
was held at Belter's Beer Garden 


near the Belle Isle Bridge. Just 17 
exhibitors participated in the 
show, displaying 33 vehicles. 

As the years passed, the show 
became increasingly popular as 
the demand and interest for au¬ 
tomobiles grew. By 1910, the 
show moved to Wayne Gardens, 
which, at the time, was the 
largest space in the city.

space on the concourse level, 
with an additional 100,000 square 
feet on the river level. Called 
Michigan Hall, the river level of 
Cobo Center has become an im¬ 
portant extension of the main 
show floor at the NAIAS. The 
Cobo facility also houses 84 
meeting rooms and a 100,000- 
square-foot concourse and atri¬ 
um area. 

Fourteen years ago, after a 
year of planning, the Detroit Au¬ 
to Show officially became the 
NAIAS. That first international 
show gained worldwide recogni¬ 
tion as a result of a number of 
significant industry events, in¬ 
cluding Toyota's and Nissan's in¬ 
troduction of their new luxury di¬ 
visions — Lexus and Infiniti, re¬ 
spectively. 

Celebrating its 86th year, the 
NAIAS is one of the longest run¬ 
ning auto shows in the country. 
It is the only auto show in the 
United States to earn the distin¬ 
guished sanction of the Organi¬ 
sation Internationale des Con- 
structeurs d'Automobiles 
(OICA), a Paris-based alliance of 
automotive trade associations 
and manufacturers from around 
the world.

President the Demmer Auto¬ 
motive Group, which owns Jack 
Demmer Ford in Wayne and Jack 
Demmer Lincoln Mercury in 
Dearborn, Demmer is co-chair¬ 
man of the 2002 North American 
International Auto Show. 

“Over five years, I’ve worked 
my way through various positions 
to become co-chair with Mike 
Savoie, of Savoie Chevrolet in 
Troy,” Demmer said. 

As co-chairman, his job entails 
divvying up about 1 million 
square-feet of exhibition space 
among the car manufacturers for 
their new model introductions. 

“That’s my biggest challenge — 
dealing with the floor space con¬ 
straints,” he said. 

When the manufacturers jock¬ 
ey for exhibition space, Demmer 
helps them swap or consolidate 
displays. 

“There’s a lot of one-upman¬ 
ship at the show,” he said, “so this 
year there will be about 250,000 
square-feet of two-story displays.” 
Before the show opens to the 
public on Sunday, Demmer over¬ 
saw a show for the international 
press last Saturday, and will host 
the charity show this Saturday. 

“During the shows, I will be do¬ 
ing news interviews and making 
sure that everything functions 
wen.” 

To keep himself knowledgeable 
about shows, Demmer roams the 
globe to check out the competi¬ 
tion. 

“We traveled to Geneva, to 
Paris, and most recently to Ger¬ 
many to see the shows and pick 
up tips,” he said. “We also see the 
different models that never come 


to us, mostly the smaller family 
cars made for other countries’ 
narrower roads,” he said. 

When Demmer attended the 
Paris Motor Show, he was also 
president of the Detroit Auto 
Dealers Association, which repre¬ 
sents some 240 auto dealers in 
southeastern Michigan, so in ad¬ 
dition to his auto show staff, he 
brought former Detroit Mayor 
Dennis Archer and a large group 


of automotive industry execu¬ 
tives to promote the local auto¬ 
mobile industry as well as the 
show. 

“The auto show and related 
businesses, such as hotels, are ex¬ 
pected to generate about $509 
million for our local economy,” 
Demmer said. 

Besides the work, Demmer will 
be having fun at the show. Like 
the general public, he will be 


thrilled and surprised by the dis¬ 
plays. 

“Everything is kept under 
wraps until the show,” he said. 
“Part of the show’s success 
comes from keeping the models 
secret. The unveiling of the mod¬ 
els keeps people going through 
the show.” 

A quiet and reserved man, 
Demmer is widely respected by 
industry leaders and wields con¬ 


siderable influence on the Detroit 
and international auto scenes. 

“For me, one of the best parts 
about working with Bill is that, 
despite his success with the fami¬ 
ly business, his industry leader¬ 
ship and business acumen, he is 
just a down-to-earth guy and one 
of the nicest people I know,” said 
Rod Alberts, executive director of 
the show and the dealers associa¬ 
tion. “I’m sure that’s why he’s also 


so well regarded by his employees 
and customers.” 

Demmer was bom into the car 
business. In 1957, his father, Jack 
Demmer, opened an Edsel dealer¬ 
ship in Wayne. Eleven years later 
— after the Edsel was history and 
the dealership had moved and 
switched to Fords — Jack gave 
Demmer his first job. 

“I started, as a porter in 1968, 
riding the bus from school at Di¬ 
vine Child in Dearborn to work,” 
said Demmer. “I cleaned cars and 
swept floors.” 

After tackling almost all of the 
other jobs at the dealership and 
attending Northwood University 
in Midland, Demmer became 
president in 1992. 

Under his leadership, Jack 
Demmer Ford became the num¬ 
ber one new and late-model Ford 
dealership in our readership area. 
They have frequently achieved 
the highest customer loyalty and 
satisfaction ratings in Metropoli¬ 
tan Detroit. 

“We’re consistently in the top 
three,” Demmer said. 

In addition to his business ac¬ 
tivities, Demmer volunteers his 
time and money to the communi¬ 
ty. To name just two, he sits on 
the United Health Care Board to 
Bill provide medical care for the 
needy and he donates to D.A.R.E.. 

Demmer, who lives in 
Northville with his wife Shirley 
and children Matt, Mark, and 
Jackie, plans to keep Demmer a 
family business.
